Eritrean Rebel Says Russia,

A Giovanni 
With Zest, 
Character

; GALSBURG. aug. δ᾽ (I8T)— 
Mozast's “Don Giovanni” is 
back in the Salzburg Festival 
program with its third postwar 


eng staged by Jean-Pierre Pon- 
nelle with an almost aggressive 
superabundance of ideas. 
. 4s always, Pomnelle’s staging 
was full of detail, none of it 
conventional, most of { starting 
and revealing, some of it willful 
and . But it is a “Don 
Giovanni” in which the charac- 
ters have character and react to 
each other. It is provocative, too, 
Provoking delight in some and 
anger from several Viennese 
The detail is apparent in the 


vanni's Ietest escapade. When 
Giovanni and Donna Anna de- 
Scend to the courtyard, she locks 
the gates and hokis the key, cut- 
ting off the intruder’s flight and 
making his duel with her father 


time Giovanni is not surprised by 
Masetto as he courts Zeriina, but 
spies the hidden boyfriend and 
surprises him with bis exclama- 
tion of “Masetto!” putting him 
on the defensive. Later, Masetto, 
showing Zerlma where he has 
been hurt by Giovanni's beating, 
touchingly indicates his neartas 
the place most wounded. Elvira 
slaps LeporelJo, unlikely behavior 
for a Spanish’ noblewoman, but 
clear motivation for Leporelio to 
shock her with the catalogue of 
his master’s conquests. 

The biggest jolts are saved for 
the final scene. Donna Elvira 
bursts in dressed as a nun. & 
gratuitous invention perhaps, but 
Dot meonsistent with her charac- 
ter and her soul-saving mission, 
nor with her original abduction 
from @ nunnery (see Moliére?. 
And Don Giovanni is not drag- 
ged down to Zlaming hell by the 
statue of the Commendatore, but 
dies of a heart atteck—albeit a 
spectacular one—making hash of 
most of the actual text of the 
scene and raising the question 
of whether 2 mere natural death 
is the appropriate comeuppance 
for such 8. colossal sinner, 

At the center, of course, is Don 
Giovanni himself, here an aging 


end of the line in public, 
keeps trying without really mak- 
ing out. His home, however, is 
pure Playboy fantasy, with 
sleepy. pneumatic playmates 
tending to the master's every 
lascivious wish. 

Sherrill Mines, the New York 
Met's reigning Verdi baritone, in 
his Salzburg debut, fits into this 

ion splendily, acting with 
hard-boiled élan and singing 
with hard-edged brilliance. 

The other male voices contrast 
effectively. Walter Berry, the 
bass Leporello, is a crusty old 
retainer too long in the Don's 
service to have much respect lext. 
John Macurdy as the Commen- 
datore deployed his noble and 
resonant bass imposingly, and his 
final scene with the dying Don 
is truly grippimg. Dale Diising is 
the feisty, lyric baritone Masetto, 
and Peter Schreier, eloquent and 
elegant in the two tenor arias, 
is an Ottavio of more dramatic 
profile than usual. 

The women are rather less in 
the picture, with Anna Tomova- 
sintov 2 brilliantly sung but dra- 
matically pale Donna Anna, Te- 
Tes. Zylis-Gara 2 Donna Elvira 
in vocal difficulty for much of 
the evening, anc Edith Mathis as 
a delectable Zerlina unable to 
resist. an almost magnetic attrac- 
tion to Giovanni. 

Ponnelle provided a basic set 
of two symetzically curved walls 
of buildings, with multipurpose 
windows and balconies, meetings 
at the center in 2 huge com- 
mon arch, all im heavy stone.

Young Begins 10-Nation Tour of Caribbean 


By John M. Goshko 


WASHINGTON, Aug 5 (WP). 
—Andrew Young, the U.S. ambas- 
sador to the United Nations, 
began 4 10-nation tour of the 
Caribbean area today as part of 
what senior State Department 
Officials call a major new em- 
phasis on a region Jong neglected 
by the United States. 

Mr. Young’s 12-day trip follows 
recent visits to the Caribbean by 
such representatives of the Carter 
‘administration as Rosalynn Car- 
ter, Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vanee and Under Secretary of 
State Philip Habib. 

“Andy Young is part of this 
effort ‘because if somebody like 
him goes there it highlights our 
interest in the area,” ἃ senior 
department, official said yester- 

ay. 

The aim, the official said. is 
to enable ranking US. policy- 
Takers to become acquainted 
with the region’s leaders and to 
gain some first-hand impressions 
of its institutions and problems. 
This knowledge, the official said, 
Will be channeled into a develop- 
ing. comprehensive new U.S. 
Policy toward the Caribbean. 

Prompting this rekindled in- 
terest, the official continued. is 
the Carter administration’s feel- 
ing that the Caribbean—for ‘rea- 
sons of geographic proximity, 
trade and investment—can have a 
major impact on events in the 
United States. 3 

“Most of the islands are in 
very serious economic difficul- 
thes.” the official said. “Their 
problems are, in microcosm, 
those of the entire developing 
world, but they are closer and 
more intimate to us. For that 
reason, we need to devote more 
attention and resources to the 
area, and we need to begin now.” 


Loot Estimate 


Reduced in Italy 


NICOTERA MARINA, Italy, 
Aug. 5 (UPI\.—-The police re- 
duced their estimate today of the 
loot taken in a robbery of the 
Club Méditerranée tourist resort 
at this southern Italian coastal 
town. 

Officers said the four robbers 
armed with submachine guns did 
not get away with about $1.1 
million in cash and jewels as 
first thought, but were mainly 
interested in stealing passports. 

The police did not say how 
ταῦ cash and jewels the robbers 
did get in the robbery yesterday 
hut said they did drive away with 
more than 200 passports of the 
beach club’s 1,800 guests.

FBI Joins ‘Son of Sam’ Hunt; 
Mafia Reportedly Seeks Killer 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5 (Reuters). 
—The FBI today joined in the 
hunt for the killer who calls him- 
self “Son of Sam,” and a news- 
paper reported that the killer 
could face vengeance from the 
Mafia. 

The FBI was responding to an 
appeal by New York State Gov. 
Hugh Carey for intensified efforts 
to find the killer. 

On the possibility of Mafia 
involvement, Police Commissioner 
Michael Codd denied that the 
underworld had approached police 
with an offer of help to find the 
killer of six young women, “I'd 
have to see what they were offer- 
ing.” he said, 

But the New York Post's crime 
reporter, John Miller. a respected 
writer on the New York under- 
world, reported that Carmine 
Galante, 67, described as the coun- 
try’s most powerful Mafia chief- 
tain, had told the city's five Mafia 
families to “get Sam.” 

Latest Victim 

Mr, Miller said Mr. Galante was 
outraged by the death of 20-year. 
old Stacy Moskowitz, the killer's 
Jatest victim, who was buried yes- 
terday. 

Mr, Galante has four daughters, 
oné of whom is about the same 
age as Miss Moskowitz 

There are also commercial rea- 
sons why the mob wants to catch 
the killer, according to the Post. 
He is bad for business, as New 
Yorkers are staying away from 
entertainment spots which the 
Mafie supplies with liquor, ‘ciga- 
rettes, jukeboxes and employees.

May Have Been Discovered 


BATAVIA, TL, Avg, 5 (ἈΡ).- 
Physicists at the Fermi National 
Accelerator Laboratory said they 
bave discovered an‘“upsilon” par- 
ticle that may indicate the ex- 
istence of a new family of subnu- 
clear particles. 

“The best guess at the moment 
is that we've seen the first sign 
of yet another quar." Charles 
Brown, 8. -Rermilab physicist said 
yesterday, 

“No one bas ever seen 2 
quark.” Dr. Brown said, and they 
exist only in theory. Originally 
it .was thonght that three groups 
existed. Then in 1974 the dis- 
govery of the “J-Psi” particle at 
Brookhaven National Laboratory 
and the Stanford Linear Acceler- 
ator Center indicated - the 
existence of a fourth family. 

Now, Mr, Brown said, the upsi- 
lon indicates that there may be 
five or more. 

‘Finnegans Wake’ 

Im theory, the quark—a name 
taken from “Finnegans Wake"— 
ig made up of bits of matter. 
Se far, about 200 particles which 
form these bits have been iden- 
tified,

In the 
upsilon experiment. an intense 
Stream of ‘protons war drawn 
from the acceleratoy ang bom- 
barded against a razor biade- 
shaped target made of copper, 
with 100 billion collisions oecur- 
ving each second, 

Each of these collisions pro- 
duced secondary nuclear frag- 
ments which were absorbed into 
8. 20-foot-long column of beryl- 
Hum. The experiment registered 
the eimultaneous penetration of 
the ὑπὸ muons, another subaton 
ie particle, emerging from each 
face of the target. 

By measuring the velocity and

U.S. Orders Halt to Abortion Aid

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 'WP:, 
—Heaith, Education and Wellare 
Secretary Joseph Califano jr. 
ordered an end to federal funding 
of most abortions for low-income 
women under tne Méditaid pre-~ 
eram yesterday after federal 
dudge John Dooling in New York 
Wited 8. yearlong injunction 
against the abortion ban. 

The Senate. meanwhile, voted 
to continue its fight with the 
House over how strict the ban 
on federal abortion payments 
should be in the coming year. 

It insisted. in a 60-to-33 voto, 
on addinz substantial exceptions 
to the ban, which is included tn 
the 860.1-billion funding bill for 
HEW and the Labor Department, 

The current ban, voted last rear. 
prohibited BEW from funding 
abortions “except where the life 
of the mother would be endav- 
gered if the fetus were carried 
to term.” Tt applied only to the 
12-month period ending this 
Sept. 30, and it had been held 
in abeyance until yesterday by 
Judge Dooling. The House on 
Tuesday voted 238 to 182 to con- 
tinue it for another rear without 
change. 

More Exceptions Voted 

The Senate earlier this year 
voted to provide exceptions to the 
ban and to allow abortion wher- 
ever 2 physician considercd it 
“medically necessary” for what- 
ever physica} or psychological 
reason. Sen, Pete Domenici, 
R-N.M., criticized that exemption, 
Saying it amounted to voting uo 
ban at al 

Last night, the Senate refused 
to accept the more restrictive 
House Janguage. It then voted 
to go back to conference with 
the House to negotiate ἃ possibie 
compromise. 

In recent years, the federal 
governnient has been paying for 
about 250,000 to 300,000 abortions 
annually for low-income women 
under the Medicaid program. 

Judge Dooling held up enforce- 
ment of [ast year’s prohibition 
but be was ordered by the Su- 
preme Ccurt to lift his injumetion, 
The high court ruled in effect 
that the government cay decline 
to pay for abortions, althoush 
they are legal if a woman pars 
for them herself. 

Mr, Califano’s order said that 
henceforth HEW will fund abor- 
tions under Medicaid “only where 
the attending physician, on the 
basis of his or her professional 
judgment, has certified that abor- 
tion is necessary if the life of 
the mother would be endangered 
if the fetus were carried to term.” 
A department spokesman said 
that the order is effective imme- 
diately.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (UPI). 
—The Senate last night voted 
final passage to 2 compromise bill 
to amend federal air pollution 
laws in time to avert a threatened 
shutdown of the auto industry. 

The legislation now goes to the 
White House where President 
Carter is expected to sign it 
quickly. 

Mr. Carter had urged Congress 
to complete work on the measure 
before its recess tomorrow be- 
cause he feared the economic 
effect of a work stoppage in the 
industry. 

The bill would extend for two 
more years auto exhaust standards 
for hydrocarbons, carbon mon- 
oxide and nitrogen oxide which 
applied to 1977 vehicles.

The new 1018 and 1979 stan- 
dards originally were scheduled 
for 1975 

The pill also would give cities

Members of the Conservative 
opposition spent most of the 45- 
minute House of Commons ques- 
tion period digging for informa~ 
tion on the international cartel, 
which operated from 1972 to 1975, 
and attucking a Cabinet gag or- 
der that prohibits the release of 
varte] documents. 

The order was imposed last 
September to prevent U.S. inves- 
tgators from forcing Canadian 
subsidiaries of U.S. corporations 
to hand over the documents.

So we must add repugnant medical exper- 
fmentation to the list of iorror stories 
emerging from the ΟἿΑ.

One objective, for 
example. was to program individuals so that 
they might do the agency's bidding even to 
the point of ignoring “suck fundamental 
jaws of nature as self-preservation.” We are 
not sufficiently schocled in ethics to know 
how this differs from murder.

The means as well as the ends were often 
eutrageous. In some of the research projects, 
individuals were drugged without their 
knowledge—any handy individuals. such as 
patrons of bars in New York and San Fran- 
eisco, criminal sexual psychopaths confined 
in a state hospital, and apparently even as- 
sorted cancer patients. A nurse reportedly 
required hospitalization for delusions after 
she was placed in a dark, silent room to test 
the effects of sensory deprivation. No one 
seems to know how many citizens were used 
as guinea pigs and how many were directly 
harmed. Merciiully. some techniques. such 
as neurosurgery, were apparently ruled out 
as too dangerous. And as early as 1957, the 
CIA’s inspector-general understood that 
“some of the activities are considered to be 
professionally unethical and in some in- 
stances border on the illegal.~ But the pur- 
mut of mind control continued well into the 
19608: possibly into the 1970s. 

So did an obsession with the occult. Agency 
idea-men debated ways to dissolve the Ber-

lin wall. make rubber from mushrooms. 
locate Soviet submarines by water witching 
and deliver clandestine messages by mental 
telepathy. This was not just imaginative 
brainstorming: it was fantasy fit for minds 
adrift on a sea of cloaks and daggers. 

Adm. Turner testified this week that the 
CIA had sponsored behavior-control exper- 
ments by some 185 nongovernment scientists 
at some 6&0 institutions in the 19505 and 
1960s. Most of the researchers were unaware 
of the agency's interest and support and 
much of the work was said to have been 
ethical and competent. Adm. Turner added 
that the agency was no longer running drug 
tests on either witting or unwitting subjects. 

That, however, cannot be the end of the 
matter. The CIA and the entire government 
must pursué every potential victim, for 
treatment and compensation—a task whose 
feasibility is already under study. And the 
Congress Must turn again to the stubborn 
question of safeguards against future per- 
versions of what is still dignified py the 
label “intelligence.” 

Whatever formal structures are erected 
within government to hold our most secret 
agencies accountable, there is no substitute 
for also holding their senior officials ethi- 
eally and legally responsible as individuals 
for ail activities, Even at this late date, if 
only as a deterrent, the country should be 
told who sanctioned such projects, and how. 
Moreover, Congress should think again about 
its drift toward new laws that would stiffen 
the penalties for the disclosure of classified 
information. The reporting of such abuses 
will often depend on the willingness of low- 
jevel officials to turn against the judgments 
and orders of superiors.

Congress might also consider a require- 
ment that the CIA follow a set of formal 
ethical standards in its research—perhaps 
the Nuremberg code of the guidelines issued 
in recent years by the National Commission 
for the Protection of Human Subjects of Bio- 
medical and Behavioral Research. We know 
now that the CIA once hired a magician to 
instruct it in sleight-of-hand techniques 
that might help in the surreptitious admin- 
istering of drugs. No amount of reassuring 
patter ought to be trusted in watching over 
an agency with tricks like that up its sleeve.

‘Conceding a Third of Germany’ 


That sensational Evans and Novak column 
“THT, Aug. 3) saying the United States is 
considering “a new defense strategy that 
secretly concedes one-third of West Ger- 
many to 2 Soviet invasion rather than seek 
increased defense spending” poses a couple 
of puzzles. Why, for instance, would any 
responsible official leak something that is 
preposterous at face, at least in our jude- 
ment, and that. true or false. can have only 
mischievous effects on alliance confidence 
and, conceivably. on Soviet planning? He 
would do the leaking, we presume. to build 
up some political steam for “increased de- 
fense spending.” Detecting the self-serving 
aspect of a leak. any leak. is a constant chal- 
lenge facing the consumers of Washington 
journalism. 

But, you may ask, is there not some truth 
in the column? There's 2 lot, if what the 
columnists meant by “conceding” a third of 
West Germany was that. in the initial phase 
of 2 full-scale surprise attack, the Warsaw 
Pact might seize substantial territory before 
NATO could effectively respond. Otherwise, 
the column testifies to the seriousness of 
current administration debate over whether 
the conventional forces of NATO can deter a 
Warsaw Pact attack, repel such an attack if 
ἢ comes. and do so without employing nu- 


ciear weapons unless absolutely necessary. 
NATO's strategy always has been and, ac- 
cording to the President, still is to conduct 
a “forward defense” with an eye to conced- 
ing as little territory for as short a time as 
possible. But the Warsaw Pact buildup of 
the Jast few years has raised doubts about 
whether NATO can still put that strategy 
into effect. 

It 1s precisely these doubts that underlie 
the administration's attempts to freshen its 
military planning. to beef up the alliance’s 
conventional defenses, to negotiate force re- 
ductions in Europe and, incidentally, to open 
an option to deploy the neutron bomb—an 
offset for Moscow's widely presumed conven- 
tional superiority. The discussion on these 
matters is intense: the column plugged into 
part of it. 

The column has nad, however, one good 
Tesult. It elicited from the President and 
his chief advisers pointed reaffirmations of 
the U.S. commitment to its European allies.

ASHINGTON—The Carter 
produced a compromise pian to 
stem the flow of illegal aliens 
into the United States, but it 
jacks the two elements essential 
io an effective solution to this 
increasingly serious problem. 

These are provisions for non- 
counterfeitable identity cards or 
work permits, and criminal 
penalties for employers who hire 
illegals. Sen. James O. Eastland, 
D-Miss,, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, agreed to 
civil penalties up to 51.000 for 
offending employers. as did 
attorney General Griffin Bell 
and Secretarr of Labor Ray 
Marshall. but all three persuaded 
the President to reject the labor 
unions’ recommendation of crim~ 
inal penalties. 

At the same time, the Cabinet 
Commutiee on Immigration Policy 
Reform refused to support the 
issuance of foolproof national 
identity cards on the grounds 
that they would cost too much— 
the secretary of health, education 
and welfare estimated the price 
at $500 million—and also that 
such cards might violate the 
civil liberties of allens and citi- 
zens alike. 


The Magnet 


All officials concerned agreed 
that jobs were the magnet at- 
tracting the aliens to this country 
—by officlal estimate they now 
outnumber the 7 million un- 
emplored—but they could only 
agree on compromises which are 
almost impossible to administer 
and might actually increase the 
flow of aliens and their families, 

For exampie, illegal or un- 
documented aliens who have been 
in this country since Jan. 1. 1970, 
would be given the status of 
“permanent resident alien.” with 
the right to work, benefit from 
wellgre and other social services, 
and bring their families to the 
United States. But nobody knows 
how many would be in this 
category. or how the government 
could prove that an alien had 
not been here before 1970. 

Leonel J. Castillo, the new head 
of the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service, estimates thot 
there were about 500,000 aliens 
who have been here ilegalir 
Since the 1960s. They would be 
allowed to bring in their mothers, 
fathers, spouses and children. 
are between 25 million and 5 
milton here who have arrived 
since 1970 but before Jan 1, 
1977. These would be given the 
status of “temporary resident 
allen” with the right to a five~ 
year work permit, but the truth 
is that nobody knows how many 
ilegals are in the country or 
how many new aliens might 
come in under the Carter plan.

ENOLA GAY 
By Gordon Thomas and Max Morgan Witts. Stein & Day. 


327 pp.

INOLA GAY was the B-29 
that on Aug. 6. 1945, dropped 
the atomic bomb on Hiroshima, 
wiping out most of the city, 
killing 80.000 people, injuring 
70,000 more, and marking the 
first step in a nuclear arms race 
that eats up billions of dollars 
@ year. 

For everything you always 
wanted to know about the merry 
crew of this plane—the 509th 
Composite Group, led by Col 
Paul Tibbets. who named the 
bomber after his mother—you 
need go no farther than this 
book. 

Thomas and Witts interviewed 
66 people on both sides of the 
Pacific, and burrowed through 
dozens of documents. many of 
them only recently declassified. 

4s a result, the reader learns 
ali about the best poker player 
of the outfit, the great meals 
they ate, the special privileges 
and problems their mission gave 
them, and every glimmer of de- 
tail in each of their personalities, 

Τὸ is the sort of history for 
which Thomas and Witts, au- 
thors of “Voyage of the Damn- 
ed” and “The San Francisco 
Earthquake” are renowned: a 
momentous disaster as seen 
from the vantage point of the 
ordinary people who took part. 
In this case, the ordinary people 
are perhaps the most trivial and 
uninteresting characters in the 
tale of the military mission that 
was to change world politics 
irrevocably. 

1 Thomas and Wilts re- 
composed “Hamlet, they would 
write “Rosencrantz and Guilden- 
stern” (without the wit). If they 
wrote the history of baseball, 
they would wax for pages on 
the southpaw who struck out 
the most batters in the first 
game of a double-header play- 
ed αὐ night away from home in 
the National League. 

Their research on this level 
is impressive—and ideal for mov- 
jie adaptation. One wishes 
only that they could have been 
so fastidious when covering the 
decisions of the men at the top. 

They write that Gen Leslie 
Groves, head of the Manhattan 
Project, ordered that the plu- 
tonium bomb be tested by mid- 
July 1945. They don’t men- 
tion Groves’s remark that Tru- 
man “stress[ed] the urgency of 
having it done the i1é4th’—the 
scheduled date of the Potsdam 
Conference. 

They claim that for four days, 
the Interim Committee—set up 
to recommend how to use the 
bomb—pondered over the Franck 
Report, written by the Chicago- 
based atomic scientists opposed 
to the bomb's use against Japan. 
Yet. J. Robert Oppenheimer later 
testified that when the Interim 
Committee, of which be was 2a 
member, recommended atomic 
attack with mo prior demonstra- 
tion or warning, “we did not 
have before us the Franck 
Report.” 

The authors contend that the 
United States dropped a second 
bomb on Nagasaki for fear that 
Hiroshima “might have harden- 
ed Japan's will to resist” In 
fact. the second bomb war a 
product of momentum. part and 
Rarcet of the decision to drop 
the first bomb. 


More seriously. they ignore a 
mass of evidence revealing that 
Japan would likely have sur- 
tendered sooner, bad only the 
United States guaranteed reten- 
tion of the emperor. 

The authors touch lightly on 
this issue, mentioning that the 
U.S. demand for “meonditional 
surrender,” including the elimina- 
tion “for 811 time” of Japan's 
leaders, was an obstacle to 
Japan’s giving up. But they 
dismiss Japanese “peace feelers” 
as trivial and rationalize 
American refusals to acknowledge 
the efforts as understandable. 

Ignored completely is the 
debate in the State Department, 
most of whose participants are 
not even mentioned here, on 
whether the United States should 
offer retention of the emperor 
85 @ condition of surrender. 

Also ignored are such wires as 
Foreign Minister i i To- 
go's to Ambassador MNaotake 
Sato on July 13, which U.S. intel- 
ligence intercepted: “Uncondi- 
tional surrender is the only 
obstacle to peace...” Wires 
such as these flowed constantly 
throughout June and July, 1945. 
The consistently dogged American 
responses to the intermediaries 
who relayed the most explicit of 
Japanese probes wes typified in 
acting Secretary of State Joseph 
Grew's reply to the Swedish 
Legation on May 15: “The 
American policy is not even to 
consider any terms short of un- 
conditional surrender...” This 
lengthy exchange of memos sand 
responses is available in all 
libraries; almost none of it ap- 
pears in this book. 

Even after both bombs. Japan 
refused to give in until the 
United States finally guaranteed 
the right to keep the emperor, a 
right dented in the Potsdam Proc- 
Jamation. The authors mention 


fact and the possibility that no 
atom bomb had to be dropped. 

Stil, the book is tautly writ- 
ten, and contains some interest- 
ing minutiae. At least 10 
American POWs died in Hi- 
reshima, some at the brutal 
hands of the townfolk; Mao Tse- 
tung regularly sent weather 
reports to an appreciative Gen. 
Curtis LeMay; rumors were 
thick in Hiroshima that the city 
would be spared Tru= 
man’s mother was held prisoner 
there. 

To the final analysis. thonsh, 
the authors fail to justify the 
book's existence. One gets 5 
much keener flavor of the day- 
to-day tension—as well as an 
inside view of the essence of 
decision-making. from’ those 
three great books on the topic: 
Martin Sherwin's “A World 
Destroyed,” Fred Freed and Len 
Giovannitti’s “The Decision to 
Drop the Bomb.” and Robert 
Butow’s “Japan's Decision to 
Surrender.” “Enola Gay” con~ 
tributes little more than = few 
interesting anecdotes and some 
pangs of nostalgia for retired 
Ai Force officers.

ONDON 'IHT).—Last winter Peter 

Langan, the prominent London restau- 
rateur and bully. opened Langan’s Brasse- 
rie in Mayfair amid clamorous publicity 
and the clink of breaking bottles. It would. 
Langan had boasted, be the best restaurant 
in town. It turned out, he says, to be the 
worst. 

“I blew it." he says. “I got all the busi- 
ness and 1 wasn't ready.” Now with the 
help of Richard Shepherd. the younz chef 
whom he lured from one of London's bet- 
ter hotel-restaurants, things are looking 
up. In a few years when his place is the 
best in London Langan will go to Paris 
and open a brasserie there. 

“I maintain that it is impossible to learn 
the philosophy of food without having 
worked in France.” Langan states although 
he never has. “But I ate and drank there 
a lot.” he says. 

A burly impassioned Irishman, Langan 
went into private catering while workinz 
as @ Salesman for Texaco in Cornwall He 
is entirely intemperate (the need for the 
English and Americans to be bullied by res- 
taurateurs is curious; in France, where 
customers are surer of themselves. the 
bullying is minimal).

“You can never teach amyone to cook. ᾿ 


In this country, unlike the French where 
eating is a part of life, the English cooks 
tend to be working-class so they haven't 
had good food at home and their only 
education is in cooking schools. Or they 


are middleclass homosexuals and even if- 


they are good it's a little too close to 
mummy.” 5 

In Paris, Langan made 2 fearful row 
when a mousseline of ecrevisses was de- 
scribed as a sovfflé (luckily, the chef was 
called in just before the cops and said 
Langan was right), and he boils at the 
memory of the Dublin Bay prawns served 
at the best seafood restaurant, Le Duc:
